Three private members of the 
House of Commons, a Liberal, a Con- 
servative and a Socialist proposed a 
Canadian Bill of Rights. Mr. M. J. 
Coldwell, the C.C.F. leader, and Mr. 
John Diefenbaker, the Saskatchewan 
Conservative, have: long advocated 
this reform, They are joined now by 
probably the most respected Liberal 
outside the cabinet, Mr. David-Croll, 
of Toronto. 

The need for a Bill of Rights was 
fully demonstrated before 
ment adjourned last year, but: Mr. 
Coldwell’s motion in- favor of it-was 
lost in the rush. He wisely puts it 
down again on the order paper early 
in the session so that it must be dis- 
cussed and voted on. Similar motions 
are proposed by Messrs. Diefenbaker 
and Croll. 

It would save confusien and 
greatly strengthen the Bill of Rights 
movement if the three distinguished 
members, representing all parties, 
except Social Credit, could merge 
their...motions and thus present a 
united, non-partisan front For a 
Bill of Rights assuredly should not 
be a partisan matter. It should have, 
indeed, the support of all parties and 
members who understand the present 
dangers to the liberties of the Cana- 
dian citizen. 

Until now a Bill of Rights has 
been opposed. by successive. govern- 
ments on the ground that it is quite 
unnecessary. The civil rights of 
Canadians, it is said, are fully pro- 
tected by the statutes of Parliament 
and the Common Law. But Mr. Du- 
plessis has shown in Quebec that this 
theory no longer can be trusted

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Truth Never Changes 


| ba THE LATTER PART OF THE 
nineteenth century a London 
journal, oddly calling itself “Truth,” 
undertook to advise British investors 
about the Canadian Pacific Railway. 
Its advice was that the CPR would 
go broke. 

Well, the CPR crawled to the Pa- 
cific and made possible the Canadian 
nation. But “Truth” apparently has 
learned little about Canada. In a re- 
cent issue it publishes a piece cap- 
tioned “On the Dole in Canada” and 
to read it one might imagine that 
the whole nation was going broke. 

Canada, says “Truth,” presents 
“a grim picture” with “queues at the 
employment exchanges'growing daily 
longer . . the Canadian economy 
is tightly geared to that of the United 
States and in the latter country ‘re- 
cession’ is no longer a fancy word 
to describe ‘industrial readjustments’; 


rather it is a reality which threatens 
to destroy all that unions have gained 
in the post-war years.” 


Most of the glowing reports about 
Canada’s progress, it appears, are 
mere “guff.” As in the days of CPR 
construction, the British investor evi- 
dently should beware of Canadian 
optimism, 


All this represents an old trick of 
journalism. A reporter can take any 
country and, by concentrating on its 
best points, make it look like a para- 
dise; or by dwelling on its misfor- 
tunes, can turn it into a hell. Most 
likely it is neither. A round picture 
of Canada, however, taking full ac- 
count of all the worst statistics, must 
account this one of the most fortu- 
nate countries jn the world. That 
undoubtedly is the simple truth. But 
not “Truth” of London.

ELEVISION PRODUCERS 

have found that the problem of 
raising a laugh with a comedy pro- 
gram is less than the problem of 
curbing the guffaws. Carried away 
by hilarity, the studio audience tends 
to laugh too long and so interfere 
with the split-second timing needed 
for the broadcast. At the same time, 
surveys have proved that TV audi- 
ences in the quiet of the nation’s 
darkened living rooms need the stim- 
ulus of laughter pouring in with the 
comedian’s words and image. 

The answer, of course, was clear: 
keep the studio. audience off the air 
.and..dub_in Jaughter as needed. This 
was done with great success, using 
tape recordings of the studio audi- 
ence’s reaction. The next step also 
was obvious. . Stored. recordings. of 
the laughter from old programs, per- 


haps years old, were employed. This 
moved Mr. Fred Allen to remark 
that the laughter being heard on the 
air was that of people long since 
dead. Recordings of all kinds of au- 
diences were freely available. Pro- 
ducers could easily buy a set of 
controlled chuckles; a burst of ap-| 
plause with murmurs. of  apprecia-} 
tion; a good, unrestrained yak; a| 
completely abandoned boffo.

ONE DUNSMUIR WAS PUBLIC PARAGON, BUT BROTHER REVELLED IN BARBARY COAST'S WILD NIGHT LIFE 
Great-Grandson’s Book Unveils Legendary Dunsmuir Frolics, Foibles With Coal-Mine Riches

Victorians will soon be read 
ing a tell-tale book about the 
city’s most legendary family 

the Dunsmuirs—former rul 
‘ers of one of the most formid- 
able financial empires in 
western America 

Author of the book is James 
G. P. Audain of Royal Oak, 
54-year-old great-grandson of 
Robert Dunsmuir, founder of 
a fabulous fortune built from 
Vancouver.Island, coal. 

Entitled “From Coal Mine 
to Castle,” the family ~ bio- 
graphy is due to roll off the 
press of a U.S. publishing 
firm in May: * 


Mr. Audain is also dicker- 


ing with Hollywood studios to 
have the story made into a 
film 

It took five years for Mr 
Audain to line up the family 
history from the Provincial 
‘Archives and libraries of his- 
torical institutes in Califor- 
nia. Some of the material is 
also based on personal recol- 
lections, letters and diaries. 

“I thought I knew my fam- 
ily history until] I began to 
dig.inte.the matter,” 
author, “I was astounded at 
what { found, It nearly 
bowled me over.” 

The story starts with Rob- 
ert; a penniless ‘Scottish set- 
tler, who discovered coal at

Nanaimo in the 1850's. 
then on the Dunsmuir star 
skyrocketed and was reflect- 
ed in such swanky homes as 
the Dunsmuir Castle, Bur- 
leith House, Hatley Park, 
now Royal Roads, expensive 
yachts, glittering. balls. and 
gay champagne parties. 

Central figures in the book 
are James and Alexander, 
sons of Robert Dunsmuir. 
The two financial wizards 
kept adding .io, the massive - 
fortune invested in land, rail- 
ways and shipping all along 
the coast from San Francisco 
to Victoria, 

‘At the turn of the cen- 
tury,”. Mr. Audain related,

“James was known by people 
al along the coast as the 
largest landowner in North 
America. It was said he was 
only surpassed by a Chinese 
landowner in China.” 

James was all powerful in 
British Columbia and_. Vic- 
toria was completely under 
his control. He carried more 
prestige than the governor. 


A conscientious business- 
man, James took pride and 
interest in the+ development 
of his province. Ottawa offi- 
cials pressed him to enter 
politics. _He became twice 
premier. and finally lieuten- 
ant-governor of the province. 

Alexander, his brother, 


lived in San Francisco where 
he ran the family affairs in 
that state. He was a com- 
plete contrast. He loved the 
wild night life of the Barbary 
Coast and his friends came 
from all walks. 

“Victorians..._know.. little 
about Alexander,” said Mr. 
Audain, “but hé ranks as one 
of the most colorful charac- 
ters in the history of San 
Francisco. You could write a 


complete. stery-about him’ ~ 


Alexander died in 1908 in his 
40s, leaving his vast estate 
to James. This resulted in 
Edna Wallace Hopper, well- 
known actress and step-daugh- 
ter of Alexander, launching a 


suit against James. The civil 
action attracted the attention 
of the entire Anglo-Saxon 
world. Lawyers made money 
hand over fist on the lawsuit 
which finally went before the 
House of Lords in England. 


Mr. Audain says that when 
the civil suit was first heard 
in Victoria, a shipload of wit- 
nesses arrived from Cali- 
fornia. The witnesses includ-
